Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's specification teaches that a flexible 
flat wire cable is critical to the invention in that it is able to withstand daily abuse of being worn and protects the skin of the wearer by not 
leaving a wire mark on the skin. For Claims 12-15, Applicant's specification does not disclose that the use of a flexible wire cable serves 
any stated purpose or solves any particular problem. In addition, the dependency of Claims 6-8 was changed, so that whether or not the 
specification provides support for amended Claims 6-8 must be considered. 
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
